WHEREAS, a potential agreement between the Iowa Department of Economic Development, Boone Chamber/
Main Street and the Board of Supervisors for Boone County for the purpose of creating the Main Street Iowa 
program in Boone; and

WHEREAS, this Agreement between the Iowa Economic Development Authority, the Board of Supervisors for 
Boone County and Boone Chamber/Main Street for the purpose of the Main Street Program in Boone which has 
unlimited potential for revitalization of our historic Downtown targeted area. Boone County commits to a 3-year 
pledge of $10,000 each year towards the application and its commitment to creating a sustainable and successful
